Speaker Famous 

H. G. Wells is known throughout 
the length of the world wherever 
English is read, from the endless 
stream of articles, surveys, novels 
and writings of every sort which 
have poured from his pen in more 
than two score years. Although 
very much alive, and as active as 
eyer in literary activity, he has be- 
come a legend. At 70. his name is 
a veritable symbol of Intellectual 
curiosity. 

Although he has written many 
novels— 'Tono Bungay”, "The Is- 
land of Dr. Moreau", ‘The World 
of William Glissold”, "Mr. Battl- 
ing Sees It Through"~-he has never 
been firmly labelled as a great writ- 
er. But that his other writings 
have made him one of the great 
men of this century cannot be 
doupted. . , 

1 Writings Varied 

His curiosity about everything 
that goes to make up human life 
has led him into dozens 6( fields of 
Inquiry. His own scientific back- 
ground of training found expres- 
sion in such widely separated works 
as 'The 'War of the Worlds” and 
the monumental "Outline of 
Science.” 

Among his other "outlines”; which 
started a trend in popularization 
©f many subjects, was the famous 
"Outline of History”, pne of the 
record best sellers of 411 time.

^Recognition of a branch of the 
American Student Union as a stu- 
dent activity here was unanimously 
refused by the Student Life Com- 
mittee last week on the ground 
that such recognition would violate 
No. 6 of the recognition rules laid 
down by the Board of Trustees. 

(This rule rqads: "No student 

clubs or socle! le^, except social fra- 
ternities, sororities, scholastic 
honor societies, religlou* or profes- 
sional clubs '•or societies organized 
as a branch or affiliate of a non- 
George Washington University or- 
ganization wlll be recognized hy 
the committee on student life.") 

The committee, according to jr' 
written statement giV?n to The 
Hatchet by Chairman DeWltt Ben- 
nett, had defined its position on 
actlvjty recognition, in the follow- 
ing formal motion made hy Dean 
Elmer Louis Kayser and passed 
with two dissenting vote*: 

"The .Student Life Committee, 
with refdhence fo recognition of or- 
ganizations, considers that Its func- 
tions are strictly llnflted \by the 
specific r^l's of the^oard of Trus- 
tees and by the Bonrd's general 
statements as to policy." 

Rejection Unanimous 

Acting In acordance with this 
policy, the committee unanimously 
rejected tfi**' motion to recognize 
the union, made by Wiliam Gaus- 
mann, Jn dependent representative. 
Apparently (Tausmann voted against 
his own motion.

'J’HE celebration of the one hundred and fiftieth year of the Constitu- 
tion prompts us to note a striking similarity between the basic politi- 
cal problem of the early days of American independence and that of our 
own generation. Today, as in 1787, the question confronting the Amer- 
ican people is one of making their political system adequate to the task 
of directing the national economy in the interest of the numerous seg- 
ments of the people— particularly those groups which feel that the exist- 
ing economy and its political reflection bear unduly upon them. Nat- 
urally enough, thi-f similarity in the primary question leads to analogies 
right down the line to and including political tactics. Conservatives’ 
phrases of alarm, long lost to odf vocabulary, are returning 1 to promi- 
nence, only slightly altered in meaning by a long period of disuse. Presi- 
dent Roosevejt's publicizing of Lord Maeauley's criticism of Thomas 
Jefferson's desire for an increased 
demands of the people, is but an 
example of the current harkening 
back to the thoughts and deeds 
of the fathers, which this likeness 
of problems has occasioned. 

But to return to the fundamental 
problem of reconciling government, 
an institution whose forms are In- 
clined to stagnation, and the eco- 
nomic order, which Is constantly 
reshaping Itself, we note once more 
the dependence of government upon 
economics. Occasionally the eco- 
nomic evolution reaches a point 
where, even the politician must rec- 
ognize It. Then and only then Is 
there any widespread tendency to 
question the traditional political 
forms. 

Only at these rare intervals will 
even the most 'humanitarian poli- 
ticians propose a drastic change In 
the system within which they have 
learned to operate so well. ^These 
alterations, when made, are Invari- 
ably accomplished In the interest 
of those economic groups which feel 
themselves retarded by the old 
order so much that they are able/ 
to agree upon a new plan, united 
by the common bond of self-interest 
and organized sufficiency well to 
force the change. 

If these groups contain a ma- 
jority of the people the change In 
governmental forms may be termed 
a triumph for democracy. If it is 
not, at the time of Its promulga- 
tion, or is not soon made an\ instru- 
ment of the majprity of the people, 
the new framework will be short- 
lived— either a moment in the evo- 
lution of a more suitable form of 
democratic expression or a step to- 
wards the overt scrapping of de- 
mocracy for some form of authori- 
tarianism. \ l 

¥N 1787 the American states had 
*■ reached one of these points. They 
had thrown off the yoke o( Brit- 
ish government, aryl with It the 
advantages of being a part of the 
British Empire. Tire loose Con- 
federation which, with the aid of 
French troops and Dutch money, 
had blundered through the Revolu- 
tion was unsufted to the task of 
maintaining national unity or de- 
veloping the resources of the lands 
and waters for the maximum bene- 
fit of either the few or the many. 

For the most part the great po- 
litical (leaders of the Revolution 
were in agreement upon this point. 

But, more important, the most dy- 
namic group supporting t,he pro- 
posal for a more centralized ^gpv- 
ernment was the merchants,, the 
embryonic capitalists.

Mr. Duffy has been more than 
willing to let students not taking 
the course to drop in once in a 
Whije to \dgit the class, and this 
is a useful thing for anyone to do.

Moreover, l&f has been shown by ( 
several Purveys recently Jcondyeted* 
a large percentage of families In 
America! still receive annual inv 
comes which are considerably below 
a minimum health and decency 
standard. The BUrfau of Home Eco- 
nomics of the Department of Agri- 
culture In A series of studies which 
It has been making of ' purchases 
made by families In various com- 
munities throughout the Nation 
tells us that In 1935-36 one out of 
four families In cities had incomes 
below $750 and one but of 3/iess 
than $1,000. In the small villages 
the situation was even wqrse. There, 
two out of five families hgd incomes 
below $750 and more than onerhalf 
had incomes below $1,000. Despite 
the prosperity whlqh we have 
achieved, if we consider the fam- 
ilies of the unemployed and those 
on relief, there are probably twice 
as many families receiving incomes 
below $500 now as did in 1929. 

¥T IS common knowledge thlst 
with 70% of our families having 
an annual income of under $1,500 
that they do not have any margin 
of funds with which to send their 
childre n to i nstitutions of higher

A longer rushing season this year 
cost nearly twice that which it used 
tb.

And in the third place, the ac- 
tual physical labor and hardships 
Imposed upon those who must stay 
up late for several nights in a row 
and do a lot of running around 
contacting men is too much to be 
asking of students who: hfve low- 
ered the "all-fraternity men’s” 
scholastic average below that of "all 
men v *ln the University. Maybe 
these men would stay -up anyway. 
That is a moot question. But un- 
der the present rushing system, It 
is not a possibility or choice, aa 
loyal fraternity men consider it aa 
a "must" Item. V

"They are celebrating the fif- 
teenth anniversary of fhe ‘march 
on Rome’,” Dr. Cowles \aid. "Mus- 
solini says he led it. That is not 
true. He entered by train a week 
later when it was safe." 

Only in the English-speaking 
countries. Scandinavia, France, and 
some few small nations— all democ- 
racies or constitutional monarchies 
— does Freemasonry thrive, he said. 

One of the prhnary purposes of 
the Scottish Rite, Dr. Cowles ex- 
plained, is "a dedication to the pub- 
lic weal In education, particularly 
the support of free public Schools." 
The order strongly opposes any 
support whatever of private or sec- 
tarian schools, he said. 

Claims for such' support on the 
grounds of "double taxation" are 
not Justified, he declared. He point- 
ed to the fact that millions of child- 
less taxpayers and others whose 
children are no longer In schools, 
are still taxed, and will continue 
| to be. 

"One of the fundamentals of 
American civilization is the separa- 
tion of church and state", Dr. 
Cowles declared, "and public sup- 
port of sectarian schools is one of 
the first stop* In th* other, direc- 
tion.

So. the realities of thst 
situation are simply these: that un- 
less the government or some other 
meSns is found of aiding young peo- 
ple in 70% of our families, they 
have little or no chance to going to 
college. Some measure of how 
I™*! I* the number of young peo- 
ple denied even secondary school 
opportunities Is Indicated by the 
fact that the Census of 1930 shows 
that there are 9.528.000 persons in 
the United States between the ages 
of 14 and 17. while according to 
the United States Office of Educa- 
tion. the total enrollment in public 
and private high schools In the 
United States was 6,014.000, as of 
1934. or 63.1% of the total. 

So we can come to only one con- 
clusion and that Is that whether 
it -be the National Youth Adminis- 
tration or some other arrangement 
either within or without the gov- 
ernment, if the spread of oppor- 
tunities which has been begun by 
the National Youth Administration 
Is to continue, something must be 
presided which gives these young 
people- the great army of wage 
earner families— a chance to earn 
their way through colleges.
